A New Systsm of Sound Signals for 
Ships. 

An Amsterdoip oorrespoadent 
writes to us; It looks as if we dull 
Dutchmen are upon tbe point of 
giving to the world a priceless In- 
vention, the means by which ships 
at sea may be on speaking terms 
under all circumstances or have tbe 
power to communicate with tbe 
shore. Some weeks since people 
living on the outskirts of tbe town, 
returning home in the dark hours of 
the evening, were scared by very 
peculiar unearthly sounds, some- 
tblng akin to the deep penetrating 
scream of a stesuner’s syren in the 
mis^ although there was no water 
near to speak of, and consequently 
no possibility of a steauner. Tbe 
riddle Is now solved. It has been 
found possible to produce e con- 
stant unvarying sound, whioh may 

1. Be heard at a dlstonos of at 
least five miles against a stiff breexa 

2. Is of such a nature and quality 
that it is quite easy to determine to 
a nicety the direction from which it 
comes. 

8. Is produced by an instrument 
which can be moved about without 
altering the sound— that is. In tbe 
same manner as an electrio search- 
light. 

4. Last, Dot least, that parts of 
the instniment may be differently 
tuned, which makes it possible to 
give constant alternative signals 
which may be codified, so that a 
constaat oonveraatlon may* be 
kept U[x 

' It appears that the inventors 
some weeks ago made trials in 
liie dark, and, of course, in lonely, 
outlying places in tbe nelghberbood, 
and so pi^uoed the ghostly noises 
aforesaid.

Wmrat —The rendition of the 
wheat crop June rat averages 93, 
which is a loss ol 2 |>oints during the 
niiinlh of May June ist, 1896, the 
condition was 61 . The cropcontin-. 
ues to show the best condition in the 
central portion ol the State, where 12 
counties report an average above 100. ' 
The hi'ghest average condition Is in 
Franklin county, 125. In Henderion 
county the condition ia 55, the low- 
eat, Livingston county following 
closely with a condition averaging 57 

Corn. — The condilinn of the corn 
crop on' June rat averages 8a. On 
this date of 1K96 the condition was 
93 The crop continues in s very 
backward state. The weather condi- 
tions during May were not calculated 
to enable the crop to regain the loss 
due to late planting. 

Oats. — Althongb there was a lack 
of sunshine and moisture during May 
the oat cioji shown an improvement 
Itoiu 75 May 1st to 82 on the date ol 
this report. The condition on June 
1st, 1896, was 69. 

Tobacco — Little was done towards 
setting the tobacco crop until the last 
week of May, when a lair seaiKm pre- 
vailed over the greater portion of the 
State. This is in striking contrast 
with this date in 1896, when practic- 
ally the entire crop had been set and 
much of It had received cultivation, 

Mbadows. — Meadova are quite 
promising, the only drawback being 
an unusual amount! of weeds In those 
tbst have been standing ior a number 
of years. The conditiou averages 88. 

Pa8TI’ri» — The condition of pas- 
tures averages 94, which is sbont 
what might be expected considering 
the cool, dry weather of May. From 
Livingston county comes a report ot 
pastures completely destroyed by 
stray worms, which, so far as the re- 
port goes, is confined to one farm. 

Wool. — The wool clip ol 1897 is 
estimated at 89 per cent, of the clip of 
1896. The average price per jronnd 
, for this season's clip is 16 cents, a 
gratifying improvement on 12KC. 
which was the price paid per pound 
obtained for clip oi 1896. 

Livb Stock. — Is generally repotted 
in good condition with the exception 
ol work stock, which is very much 
reduced in flesh owing to the severe 
work necessary to get the soil in good 
condition for crops. Cattle snd sheep ‘ 
continue in demand. Hogs have suf- 
fered sbont the usual loss from chole- 
ra. In McCracken county hogs are 
reported disease hitherto unknown. 
Cattle are dying of "Bloody Mur- 
tisn” in Rstill connty. 

Fruit. — Apples and peaches 'nave 
dropped badly during the month. 
The reports are still very conflicting 
in regard to these two fruita. Pears 
and cherries are universally reported 
a poor crop, while the berry crop 
promises to be abundant. The gen- 
eral summary oi condition is, for ap- 
ples, 76: peacbea, .64; peara, 56, and 
chenies 56 For May the conditiona 
were, lor apples, 96; peaches, 70; 
pears 74, and cherries, 82.
